TO 

Amend an Act passed in the session of Parliament held in a.d. 1875. 
the thirty-third and thirty-fourth years of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, chapter one hundred and six, intituled 
“ An Act to amend the Sanitary Act, 1866, so far as relates 
'*■ to the City of Dublin.'” 

W HEREAS by an Act passed in the session of Parliament held 
in the thnty-third and thirty-fourth years of the reign of 
Her xnesent Majesty, chapter one hundred and six, intitrdod “ An 
“ Act to amend the Sanitary Act, 1866, so far as relates to the city 
5 “ of Dublin” (in this Act referred to as “the Act of 1870 ”), the 
Public Works Loan Commissioners 'U'ere empowered to advance a 
sum not exceeding three hundred and fifty thousand pounds, on the 
terms and conditions in the said Act specified, to the town council 
of the city of Dublui for the purpose of enabling the said to'vvm 
10 council to purify the River Liffey, and to perfect the mam drainage 
of the said city : 

And whereas it is expedient to increase the amount wliich the said 
Public Works Loan Commissioners are authorised to advance to the 
said town council to a sum not exceeding in the whole the sum 
16 of five hundred thousand pormds, and to make the advance of all 
moneys rmder the authority of the Act of 1870, and of this Act, 
subject to such terms and conditions as are in tliis Act contained, 
and for such purpose to amend the Act of 1870 : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 

20 by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follov's : 

1. Section one of the Act of 1870 shall be read and construed as Section onn 
if, mstead of the sum of three lumdred and fifty thousand pounds, 

25 the sum oijive hundred tlioicsand pounds had been thereby specified amended, 
as the maximum amount which the Public Works Loan Commis- 
sioners might advance to the town council of the city of Dublin 
[BiU 268.]

under the tiuthority of the Act of 1870 : Provided always, that 
before any advance is made under the authority of the Act of 1870, 
or of this Act, the said towir coimcil shall give such additional 
security for the repayment of the same as the said Public Works 
Loan Commissioners may deem to be necessaiy, and the said town 5 
council shall comply with such fui’ther terms and conditions with re- 
spect to the application and management of such advance, and the 
execution of the works necessary for the purpose of pmifying the 
said Piver Lilfey and completing the main drainage of the said 
city of Lublin, as the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury 10 
may require and prescribe. 

2. Notwithstanding the provisions contained in the third section 
of the Act of 1870, it shall be lawful for the Public Works Loan 
Commissioners, ■witlr the consent of the Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasuiy, to require all moneys which shall be advanced 15 
under the authority of the Act of 1870, and of this Act, to be 
repaid u'ithin a period not exceeding fifty years after the advance of 
the same respectively, and in the meantime to requii-o interest to 

be paid for the same at the rate of three po%mds ten shillings 'per 
centmn per annum, or at such other rate as may in the judgment of 20 
the said Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury be necessai-y in 
order to prevent any loss to the Exchequer by reason of the advance 
of such moneys. 

The provisions of the Act of 1870 with respect to enforcing the 
repayment of advances shall extend and apply to enforcing the 25 
repayment of moneys advanced or made subject to the provisions of 
ikis Act, and to enforcing the payment of the interest for the same, 
wlien any payment on account of the same respectively shall not 
bo made witliin thirty days after the same shall be due, in like 
manner as if tlie same were advances made subject to the provisions 30 
of the Act of 1870. 

3. This Act shall be construed together with the Act of 1870, 
and the said Act and this Act may be cited together as “ The 
Sanitai'y Law (Dublin) Amendment Acts, 1870 to 1875.” 
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
